TENSION SEEN 
BETWEEN ITALY, 
GREAT BRITAIN

LONDON, (Copyright, 1937, By the 
United Press)—Such dangerous tension 
has arisen in Italian-British relations 
that authorities sought today to res- 
train British newspapers and news 
agencies from publishing information 
likely to incite further the anger of 
Premier Benito Mussolini. 

The cabinet met today, its regular 
weekly meeting, and was understood 
to have discussed the Italian situation. 
Particularly, it was understood, minis- 
ters discussed the Italian announce- 
ment of yesterday that Mussolini 
would consider no agreement to with- 
draw “volunteer” troops from Spain. 

The situation was peculiar. No ur- 
gent problem had arisen between the 
Italian and British governments. The 
tension was caused by a series of 
taunting or reproachful statements , 
about Italy by newspapers and pri- 
vate persons, notably clergymen.

of estimates—a shortage expected tc 
increase the 1937 fiscal deficit by at 
least $150,600.000 and threaten Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s projected ‘technical 
balance” of the 1938 budget. 


Despite admitted failure of tax re- 
ceipts to meet expectations, President 
Roosevelt expressed hope at Warm 
Springs that there will be no new taxes 
at this session of congress. New Deal 
congressional leaders said flatly they 
believed every effort would me made | 
to avoid any new tax bill. 

President Roosevelt estimated that 
the 1937 fiscal year deficit would total 
$2,652,653,774. This was based on the | 
assumption that income taxes in the) 
present fiscal year would yield $2,372,- | 
900,000.

Best Way to Avoid Pimp.>5s

NE of the great tragedies in the 

lives of boys and girls, between 
the ages of fourteen and twenty- 
five years, is pimples or “acne” of 
the face. The presence of a num- 
ber of pimples 
on the forehead, 
cheeks, nose, 
Achin, neck. 
chest, and back 
is extremely dis- 
{figuring and 
spoils the social 
| life of many a 
| boy and girl. To 
the person hav- 
ing them, they 
stand out like a 
blighting neme- 
sis, and cause 
them to feel 
that everybody 
is looking at 
their pimples. The principal cause 
of these pests is an oily skin, de- 
veloping at about the age of four- 
teen due to the increasing size and 
activity of the oily glands. The oil 
glands get plugged with dried oil 
causing blackheads, which become 
inflamed and result in a pustule 
or pimple. There may he only a 
few blackheads with an occasional 
oustule or they may be so abun- 
dant that they cover almost the 
sntire surface. 

Af.er discharging their contents 
‘hoy may leave a deep disfiguring 
scar. The craving of young people 
for sugars, starehes, fats, candy, 
chocolates, syrups 4nd soda foun- 
cain drinks is marked and indul- 
zonce causes pmples. The result- 
ng indigestion and constipation 
ida to the trouble. 

The use of cold creams, powders 
und other cosmetic preparations, 
arovides plugs for the oil glands 
and encourages the development 
of the trouble. 

Practically all cases can be con- 
scrolled, but the success depends on 
20-operation of the patient. The 
first requirement is the one which 
strikes at the heart or at least at

the appetite or the victim. The 


diet must be restricted and con- 
trolled. The things the growing 
boy or girl likes best must be 
avoided. Sweets, starches, fats, 
butter, cream, candy, chocolates, 
nuts, peanut butter, fried foods, 
rich gravies, cakes and rich des- 
serts must be avoided as a pestil- 
ence. Breakfast foods requiring 
cream and sugar should be re- 
stricted; fruit syrups, sundaes and 
soda-fountain drinks are taboo. 


A young lady said to me a few 
days ago, after I outlined her diet, 
“Why, you cut out all the things 1 
like! I’ll die, if I can’t have them.” 
My reply was, “Sink or swim, sur- 
vive or perish; cut out the sweets 
and lose your pimples, or keep 
your sweets and have more pim- 
ples.” : 

These disfiguring things will 
likely disappear about the time 
you reach twenty-five. What can 
you eat? Lots of things, snost of 
the things that appear on your 
table except those that require the 
addition of cream, butter and 
sugar. Meat, without rich gravy, 
chicken, fish, all kinds of cooked 
and raw fruits and vegetables. 
Some white bread and some pota- 
toes, but usually brown or whole 
wheat bread, sweet potatoes, rice, 
spaghetti, bran cereals, pie in mod- 
eration. Hot breads, waffles, corn 
bread sparingly and without the 
addition of syrups. 

Constipation must be overcome 
and that is often one of the very 
difficult things to accomplish 
Locally soap and warm water are 
absolutely necessary. Not medi- 
cated soap, just soap. Avoid pow- 
ders and face creams for the time. 
After using soap and water apply 
some astringent lotion, such as a 
weak solution of borax. You want 
to dry the skin and reduce the oils. 

Sunshine, fresh air and exercise 
are essential. Ultra-violet rays 
from a mercury arc lamp, sufficient 
to cause slight redness and scaling 
is of considerable temporary bene- 
fit. This, followed by the use of 
X-ray. will cure almost all cases.
